Legislation Today 


Up M 


House and Senate Virtu- 


ally Restricted to Vote 


on Final Draft 


WASHINGTON.-^)-r/ic handling 


of the tax bill in the recent congress 
illustrated a trend in legislation which 
leaders on both .sides of the aisle have 
recognized; but they <--coni uncertain 
whether to wrestle with it or allow 
it to proceed. 


It i.s the tendency to allow com- 


mittees to Icgi.s-lato and the open as- 
semblies of each house merely to rat- 
ify what the committees'have done. 


Here i.s the general course of the 


tax bill: 


A house committee labored over it 


for weeks. It then was fed to the 
house, which, with barely time to di- 
gest its sugar coating, sent it to the 
senate. 


There a somewhat similar procedure 


was followed. A senate 
committee 


held hearings on it, then set out to re- 
write it. 


Dodge Floor Debate 


But WHS the object then to gt it out 


on the .senate floor and hammer it. in- 
to final shape? Not at all. The sen- 
ate leadership made no pretense of 
anything but a desire to bet. it out of 
the hands of the open senate and into 
another committee—the joint confer- 
ence committee of the house and sen- 
ate. 


Senator Robinson of Arkansas, ma- 


jority leader, stated the view of many 
legislators when he said it was bad 
policy to rush legislation out of com- 
mittee into Ihc senate. That simply 
prolongs debate. 


Theic is no exact line of difference, 


bul nevertheless H difference, between 
that view and the view of certain oth- 
ers, such perhaps as Senators Johnson 
and Borah, who prefer to see issues 
hammered into shape in the hot flame 
of clcbiile. 


Sociologists long have recognized the 


partial conflict in the two views. They 
assert that one man, sitting alone in 
concentration, can think more clearly 
about a subject than he can when sit- 
ting with a committee. But the view 
of the committee, on the other hand, 
represents more factors. It is a step 
down from the clear, idealistic think- 
ing of the individual to the more prac- 
tical compromising of views in a com- 
mittee. 


The question is, just what Ls likely 


lo remain of the idealistic thinking of 
the one man if bis thought product, 
in the form of a bill, must be paddled 
mid palled here and (here to meet the 
views of, say, 435 liou.se members. 


If anyone doubts that much legis- 


lating is done in committee, let him 
sit in the gallery during-calendar day 
when as many as 300 bilk will be hur- 
ried through. 


Never more than two to three men 


on the floor will know the contents of 
any one bill. Tnc others take the com- 
mittee's word thai it is all right.

Thursday near the North Side beer 
garden. 


Nichol.s surrendered to Chief of Po- 


Friday and 
was lodged in jail, Nichol.s told of- 
ficcir thai he disappeared after the 
shooting and wandered around most 
of the night. 


An inquest in Simms' death was to 


be held at 2 p. m. Friday by Coroner 
J. H. Weaver. 


Nichols, bootblack ut White Way 


Barber shop, told officers lhal ho shot 
'Simms in-self-defense. He said l^.it 
the two met near the beer garden and 
that Simms attacked him with a long 
knife, ripping his shirt and collar. 


Nichols said that he backed away 


about 15 feet and when Simms ad- 
vanced again that he pulled his pis- 
tol, a .32 calibre automatic and fired 
four times. All bullets pierced Simms 
body near the heart and right side. 


There were no witnesses to the 


.shooting, as far as officers could learn 
Friday morning. 


The dead negro had a long police 


record, authorities recalling that he 
had been raided on several occasions 
i'or moonshine liquor. Simms had a 
pint botllc in his bell when he was 
shot to death, Chief Ridgdill .said. 


Whether Simms and Nichol.s had had

Wilson, of Hope, an improvement in 
the mail service between this city 
and Fulton was announced Friday, 
which is expected to eliminate the 
miscarriage of Hope Stars and other 
mail consigned to rural subscribers in 
the Fulton area. 


Postmaster Wilson wrote The Star 


Friday as follows: 


"Reference is made to the matter of 


irregularity in delivery of your pub- 
lication to subscribers on Fulton, Ark., 
rural routes. 


"The situation, as you know, is one 


which this office has made every ef- 
fort to correct. I am today in receipt 
of a communication from the Chief 
Clerk, Railway Mail Service, Little 
Rock, Ark,, stating lhal, in view of Ihe 
difficulty which we have been having 
in gelling mail lo Fulton, arrange- 
ments have been effected with Ihc 
Missouri Pacific Railroad whereby a 
station employee will remain on duty 
at Fulton until U p. m. and that mail 
will now be dispatched lo Fulton on 
Train 3, which leaves Hope at 9:45 p. 
m. 


"This means lhal your papers, in- 


slead of going lo Texarkana and be- 
ng worked back on Train 4 Ihc fol- 
lowing morning, will now be worked 
directly lo Fullon from Train 3 each 
light. This arrangement will become 
effective Saturday, July 25. 


"It is believed that Ibis arrangement 


will entirely correct the situation and 
jiat your Fulton subscribers will not 
x inconvenienced in the future by 
rrcgular delivery of their papers.

germs of lockjaw" develop in dirt, in 
manure, and on dirty clothing. 


In any injury in which dirt is forced 


into the wound and sealed there, lock- 
jaw may occur. This is the kind of ac- 
cident that occurs usually in explo- 
sions of cannon crackers, blank cart- 
ridges, and toy canons. 


The tiniest puncture wound may be 


sufficient to admit the germ into the 
body. The larger the wound and the 
more foreign material that is forced 
into it, the greater the danger of 
lockjaw. 


Lockjaw is one of the most serious 


conditions that can affect the human 
body. 


Each year it causes from 1000 to 1300 


deaths in the United States. 


Scientific evidence has proved that 


lockjaw may be prevented by prompt 
injection of a sufficient amount of 
anti-tetanus serum. 


The antiseptics should be injected 


as soon as the wound is inflicted, and 
it may be necessary to give another 
injection for disease 
develops, its

Christianity Spread by Persecution 
Text: Acts 7:59-8:1; I Peter 4:12-19 
The saying, "The 
blood 
of 
the 


martyrs is the seed of the church," is 
a true raying concerning- Christian 
history. -Jesus Himself was the first 
martyr, unless we think of John, the 
Baptist, who suffered for the new re- 
ligious movement of which he was the 
forerunner. 


Here in the early days of the church 


we have the story of Stephen, a pure 
and noble disciple of the new faith, 
witnessing to the beauty of its teach- 
ing concerning love ''and forgiveness 
in the very hour of-being stoned to 
death. 


What made these enemies of so good 


a man, and of the religion that he pro- 
fessed, so violent'against, him? 


If we knew that, we should under- 


stand the nature of bigotry, prejudice, 
and porstcutioh as they have been em- 
phasized all through the years. ..- 
..Th? pitiful thing, about persecution 
is that, so often it is carried on by 
those who arc fanatically in earnest. 
They have a mistaken notion of truth 
and right that makes them suppose 
ihcy can-do God service by treating 
their fellow men violently and basely. 


Perhaps there is onthing so neces- 


sary among men of faith and sincerity 
as that they should 
be constantly 


bringing their thoughts, motives, and 
ictions under 
the test 
of ultimate 


dcas of kindness and goodness. 


If 
vengeful 
and 
hatred 
feelings 


arise in our hearts against those with 
vhom we disagree, we may be sure 
hat wo ourselves arc wrong; if not in 
out ideas, at least in our attitudes, 
liere can be no devotion to Jesus that 
does not follow the example of His 
ovc. 


Here, at the stoning of Stephen, was 
young man who was to learn the 


ruth of these things. His name was 
'aul. He did not partake in the ston- 
ig, but he watched the garments of 
lose who did. 
The spectacle of another young man 
ying in faithful witness to what he 
clievcd, free who were killing him, 
tiling upon God to receive his spirit, 
ad a deep effect upon Paul. Herc 
lust have been the beginning of that 
onversion on the way to Damascus, 
•ith which we shall deal in a later 
jsson. 
There is one distinction that, pcr- 
aps, our lesson should impress on our 
linds. All suffering is not worthy. 
id all that befalls us is not perst1- 
ttion. 
Often we bring suffering upon our- 


selves, and we develop a sort of per- 
secution complex though the fault is 
largely our own. Too often we suffer 
for our errors, our indiscretions and 
our mistaken courses, even though we 
persuade ourselves that we arc suf- 
fering for conscience' sake and for our 
convictions. 


It is one thing to suffer as a Chris- 


tian, und quite another thing to suf- 
fer as a perverse man of action or a 
self-opinionated fool. We must emu- 
late in Stephen not only his willing- 
ness to suffer, hut the beauty and 
purity of his life and motives.

HOUSTON, Texas.—W3)—A packet of 


six letters intended for soldiers hr the 
San Jaeinto campaign which won Tex- 
ans independence 100 years ago has 
been found in the Bexar archives of 
the University of Texas. 


The letters, never delivered, were 


given to a special messenger en route 
to the battleground in April, 1836. The 
messenger was delayed and did not 
reach San; Jaeinto until after Gen. 
Ham Houston's army 
had

The letters remained lost until their

Child's Salvation 


Here Is Story of Instru- 


ment That Takes a Nail 


Out of Lungs

PHILADELPHIA — </P) _ When 3- 


yeur-old Kelvin Arthur Rogers travel- 
led 9,000 miles from Australia to Phil- 
adelphia to have Dr. Chavelier Jack- 
son remove a nail from his lung with 
the aid of a bronchoscope, two read- 
er.-; wrote the Philadelphia Evening 
Bulletin: 


"Why 
isn't there more than one 


bronchoscope in the world to take 
pins out of children?" 


The answer: There arc thousands of 


bronschoscopes, straight, hollow metal 
tubes with a light at the tip for look- 
ing down gullets, windpipes and lungs. 
There are 
nearly 2,000 
physicians 


trained personally by Dr. Jackson in 
use of die bronchoscope. And there's 
Chevalier Jackson. 


Early To Bed, Early To Rise 


Chevalier Jackson, M. D., age 71, 


who goes to bed at nine, rises at 4:30 
a. m.; who never drinks or smokes; 
who paints pictures and works with 
both hands. 


Chevalier Jackson, the Old Master 


who developed the bronchoscope tech- 
nique 31 years ago; who said he spent 
22 years learning how to remove an 
open safety pin from child throats. 


At three score years and ten the Old 


Master still is unbeatable. 


That is why, with thousands of 


bronchoscopes—Siam and India have 
them along with the rest of the world 
—physicians keep sending swallowcrs 
of unusual objects to Chevalier Jack- 
son's clinic at the Temple university 
hospital here. 


Modest Master 


Jackson wouldn't say he is the best 


—even though Temple university hos- 
pital has built him a special clinic and 
tho hospital records last year showed 
he was visited by 5,273 out-patients 
who usually stayed less than a day, 
plus 1,718 patients who stayed longer. 


Chevalier Jackson even writes the 


newspapers protests against mention 
of his cases. One of America's most 
famous and wealthiest men didn't get 
to Dr. Jackson's clinic because he ask- 
ed a newspaperman to get him some 
information on it. The writer could 
not reveal his purpose. Dr. Jackson 
thought it must be publicity. He re- 
1'tised to see the newspaperman. 


Careiid Preparation Necessary 


Dr. Jackson's work has the spectac- 


ular quality of near perfection in tech- 
nique. A patient crossed the continent 
with an open safety pin in his throat. 
Two minutes after this patient went 
on the table the pin was closed and 
removed. 


What the assembled medical men 


did not see was Chevalier Jackson 
spending much of his time the prev- 
ious two days planning this operation. 
Long, slim forceps thrust down the 
hollow bronchoscope closed the pin. 


Tht 22 years he practiced to learn 


this skill Dr. Jackson mentioned when 
he received the $10,000 Bok prize in 
1927 for great accomplishment. At that 
time newspapers reported Jackson had 
"savid 1,800 persons" in the 22 years. 


Technique Spreads 


The greater saving of life is the 


spread 
of 
Jackson's 
technique 


throughout the world. 
He did not 


originate the bronchoscope. That is 
credited to Dr. Gustav Killian, Frei- 
burg, Germany, in 1895,r But medical 
history records Chevalier Jackson us 
pcrfecler of the technique. 


Us use has progressed far beyond 


removal of swallowed peas, nuts, toys, 
poker chips, safely razor blades, false 
teeth 
and 
plates, 
bullets, 
chicken 


uonc.i, spray tips, staples, coins, jew- 
elry—all recorded in Jackson's clinic. 


HIUSL- inadvertent swaUowers are 


scarcely a third of the bronchoscope 
patients. Children who swallow lye 
or havo diphtheria budJy have their 
throats rebuilt. Cancer and nearly all 
the serious diseases of the upper re- 
spiratory tract can be seen and treated 


better with bronchoscope technique. 


Paints With Both Hands 


Dr. Jackson is ambidexterous be- 


cause his father told him a left hand 
was a "lame duck." The boy trained 
both hands. He writes, draws, paints 
with both. He can draw a circle with 
one hand 
and, 
simultaneously, a 


straight line with the other. He has 
said he believes a man can do any- 
thing he wishes if he wants to hard 
enough. 


He paints in colors what he sees 


while looking down the bronchoscope. 
His students watching him work are 
able to see what his eyes discern as 
the Master sketches with coTored cray- 
on.

But on his office walls are other 


different paintings. Many are scenes 
of woods, fields and streams. In a cen- 
tra! place is a painting of his wife's 
sewing basket, with contents. Inci- 
dentally, he gave her the 510,000 Bok 
prize money to spend'.as she pleased 


Dr. Jackson was born in Pittsburgh, 


November 4, J865. He says he got the 
idea of the bronchoscope technique 
partly from technique he developed as 
a young man for 
looking down oil 


wells thousands of feet deep for tools 
lost at the bottom. For what he has 
done with this idea he has been hon- 
ored by England, France, Belgium, 
Italy, Brazil, Poland, Scotland, Mexico 
ind in his own country. 


Mortality Kate Slashed 


Lately Chambers Temple university 


lospital physicist, invented aE two- 
)lane X-ray—X-ray eyes—to aid the 
jronchoscope. Chevalier Jackson, it 
appears, rolled a snowball that is 
turning into an avalanche. 


Before he started 
taking 
objects 


from persons' gullets, it was popularly 
said 98 per cent of such patients died, 
because they had to have their chests 
opened. The mortality now is two 
per cent, and the medical profession at 
large has added much to bring that to 
pass.
